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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

The  subject  chosen  for  this  month's  cover  illustration,  a  Gorgon's  head  facing,  is  far  removed 
from  the  basic  idea  one  has  of  the  original  three  monstrous  sisters.  In  early  Greek  mythology 
they  were  said  to  live  in  the  west  and  the  best  known  of  them.  Medusa,  turned  to  stone 
anyone  who  looked  at  her.  She  was  eventually  killed  by  Perseus  who  cut  her  head  from  her 
body,  directing  his  swing  from  the  reflection  in  his  polished  shield  (the  story  has  very  recently 
been  seen  in  the  successful  film.  ‘Clash  of  the  Titans').  The  gorgon  was  a  very  popular  subject 
in  Greek  art,  appearing  in  sculpture,  on  vase  paintings,  gemstones  and  coins.  She  was 
featured  especially  on  Corinthian  pottery  and  in  Etruscan  art  (we  offer  some  Etruscan 
antiquities  this  month  at  A383-7).  The  representations  vary  considerably,  some  are 
frightening  in  the  extreme,  others,  like  ours  from  Himera,  are  rather  jolly  creatures,  literally 
poking  fun  at  the  viewer  with  their  grotesque  yet  amusing  features  and  protruding  tongue. 
(Curiously,  there  is  another  tradition  that  called  the  Gorgons  beautiful  and  the  Greek  lyric 
poet  Pindar  (518-438  B.C.)  followed  this,  as  did  a  number  of  representations  in  Hellenistic 
art.)  This  merry  Gorgon  seemed  an  appropriate  choice  for  the  festive  season  that  approaches 
and  we  extend  the  Season's  Greetings  to  our  many  friends  and  clients  throughout  the  world.

EVEN  JESUS  CHRIST  KNEW  VALUE  ADDED  TAX 
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ERNST  LANDT,  HAMBURG 


The  Jewish  scribe  Ben  Akiba,  who  died  in  A.D.  135  in  the  uprising  of  the  Jews  against  the 
Romans  who  ruled  Palestine  at  the  time,  was  right  when  he  said  ‘Everything  has  already 
existed  before!’  For  instance,  we  all  look  upon  Value  Added  Tax  as  a  nuisance.  However,  it 
already  existed  about  2000  years  ago.  This  we  learn  from  the  existence  of  an  insignificant- 
looking  coin.  But  first  let  us  make  a  short  (and  simplified)  excursion  into  ancient  Roman 
numismatics.  Old  historical  novels  often  say:  ‘He  received  a  bag  full  of  sestertii’;  or  a  coin  is 
mentioned  in  the  Bible  as  the  ‘tribute-penny’  (Matthew  XXII,  19). 

The  basis  of  the  old  Roman  monetary  system  was  the  as  (=  1  Roman  pound  =  c.  320 
grammes;  later  it  was  often  reduced  in  weight  until  89  B.C.  to  c.  15  grammes).  Two  and  a  half 
times  its  value  was  the  sestertius  (Latin,  semistertius  =  half  value  of  the  third,  i.e.  1  as  +  1  as 
+  {  as).  The  sestertius  is  a  bronze  coin  the  size  of  a  50p  coin  of  today  but  almost  twice  as 
thick.  The  value  of  ten  ases  was  a  silver  coin  of  only  the  size  of  a  new  halfpenny.  The  Romans 
called  it  a  denarius.  Martin  Luther  (Matth.  XXII,  19)  speaks  of  ‘Zingroschen’  (tribute 
money),  in  his  time  a  small  silver  coin,  in  value  1  /24th  of  the  old  German  taler. 

The  as  was  divided  into  halves  (semis)  and  quarters  (quadrans).  Thus  a  quadrans  was 
l/40th  of  a  denarius,  the  entrance  fee  into  the  public  baths,  where  children  had  free  entrance 
(Juvenal  Satire  II  and  Horace  Satire  II).  There  exists  a  quadrans  with  the  letters  RCC  on  the 
reverse.  What  does  this  mean?  The  French  numismatist  Henry  Cohen  (1808-80)  adopted  the 
explanation  given  by  his  colleague  Eckhel  (1737-98),  one  of  the  first  scientific  numismatists. 
His  thesis  is  explained  here  in  simple,  non-numismatic  terms.  In  the  civil  wars,  when  people 
like  Pompey,  Marc  Antony,  Caesar  and  Cleopatra  were  playing  their  parts  in  history,  the 
state  finances  in  the  Roman  Empire  were  utterly  ruined,  Octavian,  later  called  Augustus, 
raised  a  special  tax  on  all  goods  sold  of  one  centesima  pars ,  i.e.  1/100  =  1%  (how  modest!). 
This  money  went  into  the  military  budget.  When  Augustus  died  (A.D.  14),  the  people 
petitioned  Tiberius,  his  successor  (A.D.  14-37)  to  repeal  this  annoying  special  tax.  Tiberius, 
however,  declared  in  an  edict  that  the  military  budget  was  dependent  on  this  tax  and  it  could 
not  therefore  be  repealed. 

In  A.D.  1 7  King  Archelaos  of  Cappadocia  (Asia  Minor)  died.  He  had  only  nominally  ruled 
as  an  independent  king  since  a  contract  existed  between  Rome  and  himself  that  his  country 
was  to  fall  to  the  Roman  Empire  after  his  death.  This  inheritance  was  not  a  small  one  for 
Rome  and  so  Tiberius  declared  that  it  was  now  possible  to  abolish  the  annoying  special  tax. 
To  compensate  he  planned  to  draw  the  necessary  funds  from  the  new  province.  However,  he 
did  not  abrogate  the  tax  completely  but  only  reduced  it  by  50%,  i.e.  1  /200th  (ducentesima 
pars),  which  is  marked  on  the  quadrans  with  the  letters  CC. 

The  Roman  writer  and  historian  Suetonius  relates  that  Tiberius’s  successor  Caligula  (A.D. 
37-41).  ordered  the  remission  (remissa)  of  the  remaining  tax.  This  is  the  explanation  of  the 
RCC  on  the  reverse  of  the  quadrans:  it  means  remissa  (R)  ducentesima  (CC).  The  coin  is 
therefore  a  memento  of  the  remission  of  the  remaining  special  value  added  tax  of  1  /200th. 
Cohen  dates  the  coin  to  A.D.  39,  i.e.  a  few  years  after  Jesus  Christ  died,  crucified  on  the 
grounds  of  blasphemy  around  the  year  33. 

It  seems  that  we  Europeans  -  since  European  countries  have  similar  tax  problems  -  will 
not  be  as  lucky  as  the  Romans  in  getting  rid  of  the  most  annoying  of  all  taxes  within  half  a 
century.  We  shall  probably  have  to  live  with  it  forever. 
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1843/2  SOVEREIGN  AND  FARTHING  OVERDATES 

M.  A.  MARSH 
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Overdates  in  the  sovereign  series  must  be  considered  as  rare  and  I  feel  that  when  they  appear 
they  should  be  recorded. 

For  many  years  I  have  patiently  searched  for  an  overdate  in  the  sovereign  series,  then 
towards  the  end  of  last  year  I  came  by  an  1843  sovereign1  that  even  at  first  glance  appeared 
to  have  a  strange  but  interesting  figure  3.  The  coin  was  in  reasonably  good  condition  though 
the  reverse  had  clearly  been  struck  from  a  cracked  die,  both  dies  showed  evidence  of  having 
clashed.  When  the  3  was  examined  closely  through  a  powerful  lens,  I  felt  one  could  certainly 
see  a  2  under  the  3.  The  ends  of  what  looked  like  the  base  of  the  2  could  be  clearly  seen  pro¬ 
jecting  from  either  side  of  the  bottom  of  the  3.  Several  other  segments  also  seemed  to  indicate 
that  the  figure  was  a  2.  At  this  stage  I  felt  the  coin  should  be  seen  by  the  Royal  Mint.  Their 
examination  was  carried  out  by  Mr.  Graham  Dyer.  His  report  indicated  that  the  coin  could 
well  be  a  3  over  2  overdate  but  he  further  suggested  that  it  could  be  a  3  over  an  inverted  3, 
However,  at  that  time  we  knew  that  it  was  quite  normal  for  at  least  the  last  figure  of  the  date 
to  be  added  to  each  die  by  hand,  so  it  seemed  unlikely  a  mistake  of  this  nature  would  have 
been  made.  It  would  surely  have  been  noticed  long  before  it  had  been  fully  completed.  It  was 
obvious  though  that  further  investigation  of  this  point  was  necessary. 

I  was  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  carry  out  an  examination  of  the  coin  under  an  Electron 
Scanning  Microscope.2  Stereonic  photographs  taken  by  the  microscope  of  the  3  were  then 
superimposed  by  a  similar  photograph  of  an  inverted  3.  This  did  not  match  the  figure  under¬ 
neath  and  so  ruled  out  the  possibility  of  an  inverted  3.  The  very  large  graphic  pictures  shown 
on  the  microscope  screen  clearly  illustrated  the  3  is  over  a  2. 

Having  just  completed  my  work  on  the  sovereign  I  then  came  by  a  most  interesting  Young 
Head  copper  farthing  of  Queen  Victoria.  It  bore  the  same  date  as  our  1843/2  sovereign!  A 
remarkable  coincidence.  This  farthing  series  had  always  been  of  particular  interest  to  me 
because  the  coin  obverse  has  the  same  design  and  is  also  the  same  size  as  the  TYPE  I  A 
Victorian  sovereign.  Furthermore,  Peck’s  comments  on  both  coins  have  certainly  caused 
much  interest  and  have  also  raised  more  than  a  few  doubts.3 

I  have  always  believed  that,  with  human  nature  being  as  it  is,  it  was  quite  possible  that 
some  of  these  obverse  dies  could  well  have  been  used  for  striking  both  the  sovereign  and  the 
farthing.  However,  though  I  have  examined  many  coins  of  both  denominations  I  have  never 
previously  been  able  to  substantiate  this  link  between  the  two  coins.  Though  the  farthing  is  a 
well  worn  example  the  Electron  Scanning  Microscope  clearly  shows  it  to  be  a  3  over  2  over¬ 
date  and  also  that  the  1843/2  sovereign  was  struck  from  the  same  die.  So  we  can  now  record 
an  overdate  in  the  Young  Head  farthing  series  of  Victoria  and  be  sure  that  at  least  one  die 
was  used  for  the  striking  of  both  sovereign  and  farthing. 

I  will  continue  to  search  for  similar  die  pairings  but  I  feel  they  are  not  likely  to  appear 
often.  It  is  my  opinion  that  they  would  only  have  occurred  on  a  few  occasions,  i.e.  when  one 
of  the  dies  was  not  obtainable,  let  us  say  the  farthing  die  for  example.  The  engraver  could  well 
have  checked  his  die  stock  and  found  that  a  suitable  sovereign  die  was  available,  so  why  not 
use  it?  In  this  way  the  problem  would  have  been  solved  and  certainly  at  far  less  expense. 

To  conclude  I  feel  another  mention  of  the  Electron  Scanning  Microscope  is  most 
necessary.  Its  use  in  this  investigation  was  a  major  factor  in  enabling  the  real  facts  to  emerge. 
I  am  sure  that  in  the  future  this  marvellous  piece  of  technological  equipment  will  be  a 
tremendous  help  to  numismatists  in  general.

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One  of  the  things  that  usually  strikes  anyone  reading  the  stories  of  early  Scottish  history  is 
how  unfortunate  most  of  the  Scottish  kings  seem  to  have  been.  For  instance,  the  aged  King 
Robert  III  had  already  lost  his  elder  son,  the  Duke  of  Rothsay,  by  foul  play,  so  he  decided 
that  his  younger  son's  life  would  be  safer  if  he  sent  him  overseas  to  Scotland's  old  ally  France, 
to  be  educated  at  the  French  court.  This  son  was  James  I,  then  an  eleven-year  old  prince. 
Though  there  was  no  war  between  Scotland  and  England  at  the  time  an  English  ship  captured 
the  vessel  on  which  the  prince  was  sailing  and  he  was  sent  to  London  as  a  prisoner.  He  was 
detained  in  England  from  1405  until  the  payment  of  a  large  ransom  by  the  Scots  in  1424  - 
not  a  very  good  start  to  his  reign  which  had  officially  begun  with  his  father's  death  in  1406. 

On  his  release  in  1424  he  began  a  coinage  of  which  the  main  denominations  were  the  gold 
demy  (officially  equivalent  to  the  English  half-noble,  though  usually  less  than  its  official 
weight),  and  the  silver  groat,  worth  six  pence,  and  known  as  the  fleur-de-lis  groat  -  an 
example  of  this  coin  is  illustrated.  This  groat  type  is  divided  into  four  main  classes,  the  first 
two  of  which  are  attributed  to  James  I,  and  the  second  two  to  James  II.  James  I  also  minted 
gold  half-demies,  and  billon  pennies  and  halfpennies,  but  these  are  rarer. 

Though  James  I  was  a  very  talented  man,  and  a  good  king,  he  still  met  a  very  tragic  end. 
He  was  visiting  Perth,  where  he  took  up  residence  in  an  abbey,  which  meant  that  his  usual 
guards  were  quartered  some  way  away  in  the  town  itself.  The  conspirators,  his  enemies,  chose 
a  day  which  the  king  was  to  spend  relaxing  sporting  and  feasting,  and  they  prepared  their 
way  by  destroying  the  locks  of  the  doors  and  the  bars  to  the  gates  of  the  abbey.  They  waited 
until  the  courtiers  had  retired  to  the  town  and  the  king  himself  was  in  his  night-gown  and 
slippers,  standing  in  front  of  the  fire  conversing  with  the  Queen  and  her  ladies  before  he  went 
to  bed.  When  he  heard  the  clash  of  armour  as  the  conspirators  arrived  James  realised  what 
was  happening  and  sought  to  escape,  finding  a  hiding-place  in  a  narrow  vault  beneath  the 
floor. 

The  Queen  and  her  ladies  tried  to  guard  the  door  and  one  of  them,  Catherine  Douglas, 
thrust  her  arm  across  the  door  to  take  the  place  of  the  missing  bar,  but  the  enemy  broke  open 
the  door,  breaking  Catherine’s  arm  in  the  process.  They  searched  for  the  king’s  hiding-place, 
found  him  and  killed  him  -  sixteen  wounds  were  later  counted  in  his  breast  alone.  Poor  James 
I  -  it  was  dangerous  in  those  days  to  be  a  Scottish  king!

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MORE  VIKING  AGE  NUMISMATICA  FROM  EXCAVATIONS  IN 

COPPERGATE,  YORK

Readers  of  the  December  1980  Bulletin  will  already  know  about  the  fine  series  of  numismatic 
discoveries  made  during  York  Archaeological  Trust’s  five-year  campaign  of  continuous 
excavation  at  the  Coppergate  site  in  York.  In  addition  to  late  Saxon  coins,  the  tally  up  to  the 
end  of  1980  included  two  tenth  century  minting  trial  pieces  of  lead,  bearing  test  impressions 
of  dies  of  Eadwig  (955-959)  and  Athelstan  (924-939),  and  an  iron  coin  die  for  the  obverse  of 
a  St  Peter’s  penny  of  c.  920.  These  discoveries,  taken  together  with  other  evidence  for 
metallurgy,  led  me  to  suggest  that  we  had  discovered  a  workshop  where  either  minting  or  die¬ 
cutting  had  been  carried  out  in  the  period  c.  920-960  -  a  unique  discovery  in  Anglo-Saxon 
England. 

The  excavation  eventually  came  to  an  end  in  mid-September  1981,  when  re-development 
work  started  on  the  site,  and  the  last  nine  months’  digging  brought  more  coins  to  light.  These 
included  another  penny  of  King  Athelstan  (924-939)  on  which  he  styles  himself  REX 
TOTIUS  BRITANNIAE  (King  of  All  Britain)  and,  more  unusual,  a  quarter  of  a  Danish 
penning ,  believed  to  have  been  struck  at  the  Viking  Age  trading  centre  of  Hedeby,  near 
modern  Schlesvig  in  Jutland,  c.  800-850.  To  my  knowledge  this  is  only  the  fourth 
representative  of  its  type  to  have  been  found  in  England  -  two  only  came  from  the  substantial 
hoard  found  in  1840  at  Cuerdale,  Lancashire,  and  I  am  told  that  one  turned  up  more  recently 
at  Lavenham,  Suffolk.  York’s  strong  Danish  connection  makes  it  an  ‘obvious’  find-spot  but, 
given  the  scarcity  of  the  type  in  England,  it  is  a  most  welcome  discovery. 

From  one  of  the  buildings  constructed  of  posts,  stakes  and  twigs  which  fronted  on  to  the 
street  Coppergate  in  the  first  half  of  the  tenth  century  has  come  another  lead  minting  trial 
piece.  In  contrast  to  the  previous  two  examples  only  a  fragment  of  this  one  survived,  but 
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enough  to  show  that  it  was  struck  from  a  die  of  Athelstan’s  moneyer  Adelbert.  This  piece 
came  from  the  building  next  door  to  that  where  the  other  trial  pieces  and  coin  die  were  found, 
but  it  was  accompanied  by  sufficient  other  metallurgical  debris  to  indicate  that  metal  working 
was  also  carried  on  in  this  tenement,  and  thus  to  suggest  that  the  adjacent  workshops  were 
perhaps  operating  in  tandem. 

This  suggestion  is  enhanced  by  the  final  numismatic  discovery  of  the  excavation,  one  for 
which  archaeologists,  historians  and  in  particular  numismatists  have  to  thank  the  British 
Academy,  who  came  to  the  York  Archaeological  Trust's  rescue  when  funds  were  running  low 
and  gave  a  grant  to  finance  further  work  on  the  minting  tenements.  This  numismatic  climax  is 
the  head  of  a  second  iron  coin  die,  for  the  obverse  of  a  coin  of  Athelstan.  As  with  the  previous 
die,  details  are  crisp,  although  a  small  part  of  the  surface  is  missing,  perhaps  due  to  deliberate 
defacement,  perhaps  due  to  wear  and  tear.  Once  again  pimples  can  be  seen  at  90°  around  the 
die's  perimeter,  defining  the  die-cutter’s  laying-out  points.  The  die  head,  which  has  an 
irregular,  concave  lower  surface,  survives  only  to  a  depth  of  15  mm.  and  it  seems  that  it  has 
come  loose  from  (or  was  never  attached  to)  a  shaft  like  that  on  the  St  Peter’s  penny  die.  We 
await  with  interest  to  hear  if  any  coins  struck  from  the  die  have  been  recognised,  and  this 
information  and  other  technical  data  will  be  incorporated  in  Elizabeth  Pirie's  definitive  report 
on  all  the  medieval  coins,  trial  pieces  and  coin  dies  found  by  the  York  Archaeological  Trust  in 
the  period  1972-81.  This  will  be  published  for  the  York  Archaeological  Trust  by  the  Council 
for  British  Archaeology  in  1982. 

Postscript  Since  the  above  was  written  a  specimen  of  a  penny  struck  from  this  die  has  been 
located  by  Mr  Christopher  Blunt  in  the  collection  of  The  Merseyside  County  Museum  in 
Liverpool  (SCBI,  Merseyside,  444;  forthcoming). 
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Sir,  I  would  like  to  hear  from  any  readers  who  have  specimens  or  information  on  tokens  or 
similar  articles  relating  to  Charles  Tennant  and  Company  of  Glasgow.  The  interest  arises 
from  my  working  on  some  aspects  of  the  history  of  this  company,  who  were  pioneers  in  the 
British  Chemical  Industry  from  1797  onwards  and  had  a  factory  at  St.  Rollox  in  Glasgow, 
which  around  1840  was  the  biggest  chemical  works  in  the  world.  There  is  no  shortage  of 
printed  information  on  the  company  but  I  was  unaware  of  the  existence  of  token  type 
material  until  recently  shown  a  uniface  white  metal  token  -  rectangular  with  cut  corners  and 
inscribed  ‘Charles  Tennant  &  Co.  St.  Rollox'.

The  wearing  of  historical  medals 

In  his  introduction  to  British  Historical  Medals'  Laurence  Brown  excludes  ‘commemorative 
medals  and  decorations  which  are  pierced  or  have  some  means  of  suspension  and  which  were 
intended  for  wearing.'  However  in  his  notes  on  the  individual  entries  there  are  about  ten 
accounts  of  medals  being  worn  and  a  rather  larger  number  which  had  been  designed  or 
adapted  for  suspension.  In  at  least  one  instance,  no.  624  an  electioneering  medal,  it  is  difficult 
to  avoid  the  conclusion  that  the  primary  function  of  the  medal  was  to  be  worn,  and  in  the 
majority  of  the  other  cases  the  reason  for  wearing  medals  appears  obvious.  They  usually 
identify  those  taking  part  in  a  ceremony,  such  as  the  Shakespearians  (nos.  136  and  1317),  the 
Patrons  of  the  Charity  Children  on  the  occasion  of  the  thanksgiving  for  George  Ill's  recovery 
from  illness  in  1789  (no.  312),  or  children  taking  part  in  a  similar  thanksgiving  (no.  302). 
However  one  (no.  601)  is  connected  with  a  building,  the  foundation  of  Christchurch, 
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Birmingham  in  1805,  where  the  reason  for  wearing  medals  is  not  so  immediately  obvious,  and 
a  search  of  Jeremy  Taylor's  catalogue,2  which  extends  the  range  of  architectural  medals,  at 
least,  to  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century,  reveals  Christchurch  again  (no.  65a)  as  an 
occasion  when  medals  were  worn  and  only  one  other  (no.  104a),  the  opening  of  the  Cholera 
Orphan  School,  where  the  medals  obviously  identify  the  orphans. 

The  wearing  of  historical  medals  may  therefore  appear  to  be  a  fairly  unimportant  aspect  of 
their  study  with  the  reasons  almost  always  inferrable  from  the  medals  themselves.3  However, 
contemporary  newspaper  accounts4  of  the  laying  of  the  foundation  stone  of  St  George’s, 
Leicester  (Jones  no.  1217;  Taylor  no.  89a),  suggest  that  another  factor  may  be  present.  In 
announcing  the  arrangements  it  is  stated  that  The  Public  will  be  admitted  to  the  Church 
Ground  by  Medals  (3s  each)  bearing  an  impression  of  the  West  Front  of  the  Church  on  the 
obverse  side,  and  a  suitable  inscription  on  the  reverse  . . .  The  Gentlemen  forming  part  of  the 
Procession  are  expected  to  appear  with  Medals  suspended  on  the  right  breast . . .  Medals  may 
be  obtained  on  application  at  Messrs  Parsons  and  Son,  Ironmongers,  Market  Place;  Mr 
Combe’s  bookseller,  Gallowtree  Gate;  or  at  the  Bell  Hotel,  Leicester,  on  or  after  Tuesday,  the 
26th  August.'  The  report  of  the  ceremony  refers  to  1200  people  being  present,  all  admitted  by 
medals.  Clearly,  therefore,  in  this  instance  a  primary  function  of  the  medal  was  to  gain 
admittance  and  for  some  at  least  there  is  an  obligation  to  wear  their  medal.  It  seems  unlikely 
that  this  was  the  only  occasion  when  medals  had  such  a  function  and  it  is  interesting  that 
neither  Brown  nor  Taylor  identify  this  as  a  medal  that  was  worn. 

Surely  much  more  research  is  needed  into  such  local  historical  sources  as  newspapers  to 
establish  whether  medals  had  a  more  utilitarian  use  than  simply  commemorating  an  event?  A 
start  might  be  made  with  those  medals  which  are  known  to  have  been  designed  or  adapted  for 
suspension.5  This  would,  incidentally,  as  the  Leicester  example  shows,  throw  light  on  what 
appears  to  be  another  seriously  under-researched  aspect  of  commemorative  medals,  the 
mechanism  whereby  they  were  distributed.  Again,  Brown  ahd  Taylor  provide  only  about  a 
dozen  examples  between  them  of  medals  being  offered  for  sale  other  than  by  subscription, 
and  in  none  of  these  instances  is  there  any  suggestion  that  the  medals  are  anything  but 
commemorative  records.

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5.  It  is  interesting  to  note  how  many  of  Taylor’s  illustrations  show  medals  of  this  type.  It  might  be 
useful  to  consider  this  matter  quantitatively,  gathering  together  as  many  examples  of  each  type  as 
possible  and  seeing  what  proportion  are  designed  or  adapted  for  suspension.  In  the  Leicestershire 
Museums  collections  there  are  six  St  George’s  medals.  Two  are  copper,  of  which  one  is  unpierced 
and  the  other  crudely  pierced  off  centre.  Four  are  white  metal  and  all  are  pierced,  one  having  been 
refilled.  This  is,  however,  an  approach  which  does  not  appear  to  be  followed  by  students  of  medals, 
at  least  in  the  experience  of  this  numismatic  curator.

Museum  to  get  hero’s  medal.  The  Daily  Telegraph,  23  October 
The  only  Victoria  Cross  won  by  a  soldier  of  the  King’s  Shropshire  Light  Infantry  in  the  First 
World  War  will  be  presented  today  to  the  regimental  museum  at  Shrewsbury.  It  was  won  by 
Private  Harold  Whitfield  of  Oswestry  during  the  campaign  in  Mesopotamia  in  1918.  Single- 
handed,  he  charged  a  Turkish  machine-gun  position,  bayonetted  and  shot  the  crew  and  then 
turned  the  gun  on  the  enemy.  The  medal  is  being  handed  over  by  his  widow,  Mrs  R. 
Whitfield,  of  Lloyd  Street,  Oswestry,  and  her  son,  Mrs  John  Whitfield,  of  Llangollen. 
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Miner  digs  up  Roman  treasure.  The  Daily  Telegraph,  24  October 
Mr  Brendan  Kennedy,  25,  a  face  worker  at  Yorkshire  Main  Colliery,  Doncaster,  has  dug  up 
treasure  which  could  bring  a  valuable  reward.  He  made  his  ‘find'  in  a  wood  at  Cadeby  near 
Mexborough,  but  he  is  keeping  the  exact  location  a  secret.  The  Doncaster  Museum  has 
described  the  find  of  1 10  Roman  silver  coins  and  four  silver  bracelets,  two  inlaid  with  gems, 
as  very  important.  The  Doncaster  coroner,  Mr  Kenneth  Potter,  has  been  informed  and  a 
treasure  trove  inquest  is  expected. 

Ancient  gold  coin  found  in  county.  Evening  News,  Hereford,  19  September 
A  gold  coin,  thought  to  be  around  2,000  years  old,  has  been  discovered  at  Madley.  The  coin, 
which  was  minted  by  the  Dobuni  tribe  sometime  between  30  B.C.  and  10  A.D.  is  only  the 
fourth  of  its  kind  to  be  found  in  Herefordshire.  It  was  discovered  on  the  edge  of  the  former 
wartime  airfield  at  Madley  by  Hereford  heavy  goods  driving  instructor,  Michael  Hughes  of 
Holme  Lacy  Road  -  who  at  first  mistook  it  for  a  military  button.  He  did  not  realise  the 
significance  of  his  find  until  he  took  the  coin  to  the  Hereford  City  Museum  in  Broad  Street  - 
where  it  is  currently  on  display  -  for  identification. 

Museums  curator.  Miss  Anne  Sandford  said  the  museum  would  ‘very  much  like  the  coin’ 
to  add  to  its  Iron  Age  collection.  She  added:  ‘Unfortunately,  there  is  no  way  we  can  afford  to 
buy  it  unless  someone  can  help  us.’  Of  the  other  three  Iron  Age  coins  found  in  the  county, 
two  are  now  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  third  is  in  a  private  collection.  One  side  of  the 
coin  depicts  a  fern-like  object  or  degraded  ear  of  corn  while  the  reverse  side  shows  a 
disjointed  triple-tailed  horse  facing  to  the  right  with  a  wheel  below  together  with  ring 
ornaments  and  pellets  in  the  field. 

The  uninscribed  coin  weighs  around  85  grammes.  Celtic  coins  of  this  type  were  crude 
imitations  of  the  series  of  coins  issued  by  the  Ancient  Greek  city  states.  The  Duboni  tribe, 
which  was  responsible  for  minting  the  coin,  occupied  Herefordshire,  Gloucestershire, 
Oxfordshire,  Warwickshire  and  Wiltshire.

GREEK  IMPERIAL  COINS  AND  THEIR  VALUES’ 
REACHES  PAGE  PROOF  STAGE 

A  report  by  P.  Frank  Purvey,  Managing  Director,  Seaby  Publications  Ltd. 

The  production  of  a  completely  new  handbook  from  the  germ  of  an  idea,  (hopefully  one  that 
is  in  practice  possible  and  ultimately  profitable)  right  through  to  the  day  when  the  advance 
copies  arrive  from  the  binders  is,  I  am  told,  somewhat  akin  to  giving  birth.  Certainly,  one 
regards  such  a  project  very  much  as  a  ‘baby’  and  its  gestation  period  is  not  without  some 
anxiety  and  pain. 

In  deciding  to  produce  a  collectors'  handbook  on  what  is  commonly  called  the  ‘Greek 
Imperial'  series,  we  took  on  what  was  to  prove  to  be  a  mammoth  undertaking.  After  much 
thought,  the  author,  David  R.  Sear  (well  known  for  his  handbooks  on  Greek,  Roman  and 
Byzantine  coins)  decided  to  write  the  manuscript  in  chronological  order,  quite  the  opposite 
way  to  most  of  the  existing  catalogues  which  list  these  coins  in  strict  geographical  order,  first 
by  mint  and  then  by  Emperor. 

The  reasoning  behind  the  decision  to  alter  the  arrangement  lies  in  the  relative  ease  with 
which  the  emperor  can  be  identified;  what  is  more  difficult,  especially  on  a  worn  coin,  is  to 
attribute  it  to  a  particular  mint.  Thus  we  have  a  situation  at  the  moment  where  although  the 
emperor  is  known,  it  may  be  necessary  to  go  through  many  of  the  29  volumes  of  the  British 
Museum  Catalogue  of  Greek  Coins,  or  other  standard  works,  in  order  to  locate  the  mint, 
because  of  the  strictly  geographical  arrangement  of  the  listings.  The  primary  reason  for  these 
coins  being  listed  in  the  B.M.  Greek  Catalogue  is  because  they  represent  the  final  phase  of  the 
city  coinages,  but  more  importantly  they  also  complement  the  Roman  Imperial  coinage  to 
which  in  reality  they  are  more  closely  related. 

Listing  the  coins  chronologically  should  aid  the  collector  in  the  identification  of  this  series. 
It  also  emphasises  our  belief  that  this  book  should  be  viewed  as  an  extension  of  ‘Roman 
Coins  and  their  Values'  rather  than  of  our  two  volume  Greek  catalogue. 

The  catalogue  listing  will  of  necessity  be  selective.  There  are  some  135  emperors, 
empresses  and  princes  striking  at  a  total  of  633  mints  with  prodigious  numbers  of  types 
involved.  However,  in  the  final  analysis  about  70%  of  the  known  mints  for  each  reign  will  be 
found  listed. 

A  useful  addition  to  the  book  will  be  the  section  on  Contemporary  Coinages.  In  the  second 
volume  of  ‘Greek  Coins  and  their  Values’  the  listings  of  various  series  of  coins  were 
terminated  towards  the  close  of  the  first  century  B.C.  Here  the  series  of  Celtic  Britain, 
Thrace,  Pontus  and  Bosporos,  Parthia,  Elymais,  Commagene,  Judaea,  Nabataea,  the 
Himyarites,  Osrhoene,  Parthia,  Characene,  Persis  and  Mauretania  will  be  found  listed  to  their 
logical  conclusions. 

The  difficulty  of  access  to  some  of  the  coins,  the  poor  state  of  preservation  of  many  issues 
plus  the  fact  that  all  the  photographs  had  to  be  taken  in  the  usual  museum  geographical 
order,  led  to  the  development  of  an  ingenious  numbering  system  for  each  photograph  to 
ensure  its  eventual  correct  placing  by  the  printer  in  the  text,  a  feat  in  itself  which  has  taken 
many  meticulous  hours  of  work. 

This  new  book  then  will  turn  out  to  be  the  most  formidable  single  undertaking  by  Seaby 
Publications,  requiring  two  years  of  concentrated  hard  work  and  study.  The  final  tally  will 
show'  that  just  over  6000  coins  will  be  described  and  valued  with  some  1750  illustrations  (a 
very  high  ratio  for  most  collector  handbooks)  with  the  book  running  to  approximately  600 
pages.  However,  at  a  published  price  of  about  £25  (US  $55)  it  should  prove  to  be  a  unique 
catalogue  of  its  kind  and  a  collectors’  handbook  par  excellence;  and,  we  hope,  bring  about  a 
renewed  interest  amongst  collectors  of  Roman  coins  in  this  series,  with  its  diverse,  and  in 
many  cases  quite  spectacular,  types.  It  is  hoped  that  copies  will  be  available  in  the  UK  by 
May  and  in  the  U.S.  by  July.

He  transferred  to  the  45th  Foot 
on  23rd  August  1810,  and  served  with  them  in  the 
Peninsular  War,  at  Nivelle,  the  Nive,  Orthes  (where  the 
regiment  formed  part  of  the  1st  Brigade,  3rd  Division, 


under  Picton),  Vic  Bigorre,  and  Toulouse.  He  was 
seriously  wounded  at  Toulouse,  on  10th  April,  1814. 

He  also  served  with  the  45th  in  the  First  Burma  War, 
1824-26.  and  died  at  Madras,  2nd  Feb.  1829,  having 
been  promoted  to  Major,  23rd  June,  1825.  Had  he  sur¬ 
vived  until  the  issue  of  the  medals,  he  would  have 
received  the  Military  General  Service  Medal  with  four 
bars  -  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  Toulouse  -  and  the  Army 
of  India  Medal  with  one  bar  Ava.

Peter  Samwell,  born  8  May  1775,  brother  of  Com¬ 
mander  Wm.

This  officer  entered  the  Navy,  6  April,  1790,  on 
board  the  Spider  cutter,  Lieut. -Commander  Lanyon, 
stationed  on  the  coast  of  Ireland  and  in  the  Channel.  In 
1791  he  became  in  succession  attached,  as  Midshipman, 
to  the  Cambridge  74  and  St.  George  98.  flagships  of  Sir 
Rich,  Bickerton  at  Plymouth;  and  he  next,  from  Feb. 
1793  until  May,  1797,  served,  in  the  same  capacity  and 
as  Master’s  Mate,  in  the  Captain  74,  Capts.  Sam. 
Reeve,  Thos.  Seccombe,  John  Smith,  Stewart,  and 
Ralph  Willett  Miller.  In  1793-4  he  served  ashore  at  the 
occupation  of  Toulon,  and  co-operated  in  the  reduction 
of  Corsica,  where  he  assisted  in  dragging  guns  up  the 
hills  and  in  erecting  batteries.  In  1795  he  was  present  in 
Admiral  Hotham’s  two  partial  actions.  On  the  first 
occasion,  14  March,  the  Captain  was  for  an  hour  and 
20  minutes  in  close  action  with  Ca  Ira  80  and  Censeur 
74,  whose  united  broadsides  killed  and  wounded  several 
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of  her  people,  besides  inflicting  considerable  damage  on 
her  hull,  masts,  and  rigging.  On  the  memorable  14  Feb. 
1 797,  when  Sir  John  Jervis  defeated  the  Spanish  fleet  off 
Cape  St.  Vincent,  Mr.  Samwell  fought  as  Master’s  Mate 
under  the  broad  pendant  of  Commodore  Nelson,  and 
was  one  of  those  who  with  the  hero  boarded  the  San 
Nicolas  80  and  San  Josef  1  12.  After  serving  for  a  few 
weeks  with  Sir  John  Jervis  in  the  Ville  de  Paris  1 10,  he 
was  nominated,  16  June,  1797,  Acting- Lieutenant  of  the 
Vlutine  18.  Capts.  Thos.  Masterman  Hardy  and  Wm. 
Hoste;  in  which  vessel,  being  confirmed  to  her  by  com 
mission  dated  6  Feb.  1798,  he  performed  the  duties  of 
First-Lieutenant  at  the  battle  of  the  Nile.  He  continued 
to  serve  in  her  -  participating  intermediately  in  many 
cutting-out  affairs  on  the  south  coast  of  France  -  until 
July,  1801.  where  the  effects  of  a  severe  hurt,  received  in 
the  preceding  year,  obliged  him  to  invalid.  His  last 
appointments  were  -  in  March,  1804,  for  five  months  to 
the  Goliath  74,  Capt.  Chas.  Brisbane,  stationed  in  the

On  night  of  20.5.1962  Pte.  Watson  was  a  member  of  a 
patrol  formed  from  ‘C’  Co.,  Parachute  Regt.,  then 
operating  at  Ad  Dimnah.  The  task  of  the  patrol  was  to 
set  up  an  ambush  on  a  high  feature  approx.  600  yards 
from  the  Co.  position.  At  about  2100  hrs  the  patrol 
opened  fire  on  a  party  of  about  20  enemy  approaching 
their  position.  Almost  immediately  the  patrol  came 
under  heavy  and  accurate  small  arms  and  rocket 
launcher  fire  from  the  flank  from  two  other  enemy 
groups,  each  twelve  to  fifteen  men  strong.  At  this  stage 
both  wireless  operators  with  the  patrol  became 
casualties.  Watson  on  his  own  initiative  immediately 
gave  first-aid  to  one  of  them  who  had  received  a  serious 
wound  in  his  arm  and  was  losing  a  great  amount  of 
blood.  He  also  administered  morphia  as  the  man  was  in 
great  pain.  At  this  stage  the  patrol  was  still  under  heavy 
and  accurate  fire  and  Watson  exposed  himself  in  a  most 
selfless  fashion  whilst  giving  this  first-aid. 

The  medical  officer  attached  to  the  Co.  at  that  time, 
who  subsequently  examined  the  wounded  soldier  on  his 
evacuation  to  the  Co.  Aid  Post,  is  of  the  opinion  that 
Watson’s  prompt  and  efficient  action  saved  the 
wounded  man’s  life. 

Watson  then  attended  to  the  other  wounded  man 
whom  he  believed  to  be  still  alive.  Again  with  complete 
disregard  for  his  own  safety,  he  gave  the  man  artificial 
respiration,  including  the  ‘kiss  of  life’  treatment,  for  over 
an  hour  in  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  save  his  life. 
Throughout  the  action  Watson,  who  had  never  before 
been  under  fire,  conducted  himself  in  an  exemplary 
manner  displaying  a  selfless  dedication  to  his  wounded 
comrades  at  considerable  risk  to  himself.

By  the  24th  April,  the  3rd  Bn.,  The  Royal  Australian 
Regiment  was  heavily  engaged  at  KAPYONG  CH’ON 
where  a  bitter  combat  took  place.  The  Battle  of 
Kapyong  resulted  in  3 1  Australians  killed,  59  wounded 
and  3  captured. 

Pte.  Bums  was  mortally  wounded  on  the  24th  April 
and  died  of  his  wounds  on  the  25th.

Mawaz  Khan  immediately  realised  that  the  situa¬ 
tion  and  the  condition  of  the  survivors  was  most  serious. 
Leaving  his  dug-out  while  the  concentration  was  at  its 
heaviest,  and  heedless  of  bursting  bombs  around  him,  he 
shouted  words  of  reassurance  and  encouragement. 
Taking  a  stretcher  bearer  with  him  he  went  directly  to 
the  burning  cook-house,  and  risking  almost  certain 
injury  or  death,  removed  the  wounded  men  to  cover. 
The  effect  of  his  complete  disregard  for  his  own  safety 
rallied  the  entire  company,  who,  inspired  by  the  example 
of  his  magnificent  leadership,  courage  and  coolness, 
quickly  controlled  the  fire  which  had  broken  out  in  the 
position  and  evacuated  the  wounded.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  wounded  owe  their  lives  to  his  gallant 
action.  The  casualties  received  from  the  mortaring  were 
six  killed  and  seven  wounded.
